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COMMISSION PURCHASES LANDFILL SITE FOR $151,905.00 


Jeter Subdivision residents wants their roads fixed now

A group of residents from the Jet- 
er Subdivision appeared before the 
Coffee County Commission seeking 
help on improving their roads. 

Spokesman for the group, James 
Sims, reminded the commission that 
the roads into the subdivision, Indigo 
Creek Road and Tanyard Branch 
Road, had been accepted for county 
maintenance back in 1972. He pre- 
sented documentation to substantiate 
his claim to the commissioners. 

According to Mr, Sims, "In the 
past 10 years, this road has de- 
creased and has not been improved." 

The commissioners were told that 
on Friday, November 16th., several 
of the children who live in the subdi- 
vision had to walk home because the 
county school bus would not travel 
the road. Due to heavy rain, the div- 
er of the bus said it was unsafe for 
the bus to travel. 

The subdivision is located just off 
Alabama Highway 51 Northeast of 
New Brockton, Alabama. 

Mr. Sims’ child was one of the 
children who had to walk approxi- 
mately .8 of a mile from AL-S1. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the county has 
made several attempts to fix the 
roads in question, but he admitted, 
very little has been accomplished. 


Eagerton cited one incidence 
where a culvert was installed to di- 
vert water from running across the 
road and one of the residents of the 
subdivision (the person no longer 
lives in the subdivision) dammed up 
both ends of the culvert. 

Water lines into the subdivision, 
according to Eagerton, also pose a 
problem to any work being done on 
the roadway. He said that when 
ditches are pulled on the road, water 
lines are torn up and have to be re- 
paired. 

"We have done a lot or we tried 
to do a lot," said Eagerton, "and eve- 
rytime its always that I'm going to 
get sued or we're going to get sued 
or something!" 

"I've even been asked to pump the 
water (drainage water) up hill - we 
can't pump the water up hill!" said 
Eagerton. 

The documents shown to the 
commissioners calls for a thirty-foot 
right-of-way. According to County 
engineer Mark Pool, thirty feet is 
simply not enough right-of-way to 
build a road adequate enough to han- 
dle the volume of traffic into the 
sub-division. 

As to water drainage, Pool stated 
that the water will have to be direct- 
ed toward he lowest points in order 
to get proper drainage. He said this 
means it's going to drain onto or 
cross someone's land.

Pool stated that the road condi- 
tions in Jeter Subdivision "will only 
get worse and worse," 

"The more it's bladed the worse it 
will get!" Pool said. "Paving is the 
only solution.” 

An attempt was made several 
months ago, according to county of- 
ficials, to acquire deeds to additional 
right-of-way, but only two or three 
residents signed the deeds. 

Those residents present in Mon- 
day's meeting expressed concer that 
no county official accompanied the 
individual who was attempling to get 
the deeds signed. 

"No one told us what was going 
on" was the group's response. 

At times, it appeared that the dis- 
cussion was going to get out of hand 
and a shouting match would ensue. 

The group was reminded by 
Chairman Eagerton that he and Mark 
Pool had met with a group of resi- 
dents from the subdivision several 
months ago, but nothing was accom- 
plished because the meeting deterio- 
rated into "one big argument." 

After approximately forty-five 
minutes of discussion, there was no 
concrete agreement reached on how 
to best fix the road. The thirty feet 
of right-of-way, the water lines, and 
water drainage seemed to be the big 
questions or stumbling blocks to 
reaching a decision on what to do. 

Chairman Eagerton told the group 
that he would be willing to set down 
with them and resolved their road 
problem once and for all, but he 
would not participate in another 
shouting match or name calling con- 
test. 

"I'm fully convinced that Mark 
has the expertise to build you a 
road," Eagerton said, "I'm fully con- 
vinced that this commission will 
support building a road as long as 
you (the group) and we get together 
on how to do it,” continued Eager- 
ton. 

Eagerton asked that Mr. Sims get 
with him on setting up a date to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

He thanked the group for coming 
to the meeting. 

The commission passed a resolu- 
tion commending Sandra Coffey, 
Coffee County Extension Service 
Agent, for the work that she and her 
agency has done with the Adopt-A- 
Family. 


Mrs. Coffey accepted the resolu- 
tion on the behalf of the other four 
county agents commemnting that 
without their coorperation, very little 
could have been accomplished. 

The commissioners were told by 
Mrs. Coffey that the Adopt-A- 
Family Program is now being 
"phased down," but follow-up work 
will continue in the program, 

Pool recommended to the com- 
mission the purchasing of a site for 
the new county landfill, The approxi- 
mately 450 acre site is located 
Northeast of Elba on Alabama High- 
way 125 between the Wise's Mill 
and Victoria Communities. 

There were 18 different sites 
looked at by the county, but accord- 
ing to Pool, only three of them really 
met the requirements as a potential 
landfill. 

The cost of the land to the county 
is $151,905.00 which will be fi- 
nanced over a five year period by the 
landowners themselves. 

The commissioners voted unani- 
mously to purchase the land. 

With the. purchase of the land, the 
county can now make application for 
a landfill permit to the Alabam De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment (ADEM). 

Several weeks ago the county was 
successful in obtaining a moratorium 
exemption from ADEM, 

In other matter coming before the 
commission, the following action 
was taken:

The Elba Tigers didn't look as sharp as they had in the opening round of 
the playoffs, but still had way too much for Eutaw, as the Tigers demolished 
the Vikings 35-0 to advance into the quarterfinal round of the state football 
playoffs for the fourth time in the past five years. 

The offense had minor problems in the opening half putting the ball in 
the endzone, but ironed those problems out in the second half, while the de- 
fense was stingy all night long and after allowing 42 total yards in the first 
half, held Eutaw to minus 10 yards in the second half. I guess it was an im- 
pressive win after all! 

The Tigers moved the ball almost at will in the first two quarters, but 
failed to cash in on two easy scoring chances and at the half had only 12 
points to show for their hard work. In the second half the Tigers scored on 
their first three possessions to up their lead to 35-0 and then pulled off the 
horses to let everyone dressed out get in on the action. Greg Thigpen gained 
199 yards on 23 carries, the season-high for an Elba back, and scored 4 
“touchdowns to lead the Tiger offensive attack. Thigpen, only a sophomore, 
has now gained 352 yards and scored 7 touchdowns in the two playoff 
wins! The huge chunks of yardage and large number of points has the backs 
making the headlines; howeyer, the backs will be the first to tell'ya that they 
couldn't do it without the blocking of the offensive line. Friday night the 
line completely blew the Eutaw defense off the ball and in the second half 
the backs never ran outside, they simply kept the ball in the middle and fol- 
lowed their blockers down the field, The Elba backs are finding out that the 
yards come a whole lot easier when the line is firing off the ball like it has 
in recent weeks. 

The Tiger defense allowed no points and only 32 total yards to the explo- 
sive Eutaw offense and for the second week in a row dominated action from 
start to finish, Shane Blanton and Ronald McKinon provided a deadly 1-2 
punch at linebacker, while Ronnie Joe Edwards and Bennie Wilkerson led 
the charge up front. The defensive backs held Euaw to only 2 yards passing, 
despite allowing three completions, and for the third straight week did an 
outstanding job. The defense gets the job done! 

Summing up the win, I did get the feeling that the easy wins have taken 
some of the sharpness off the Tigers, especially on offense. The timing 
wasn't sharp Friday night, as was evident by the five fumble, and the pass- 
ing game was way off. Elba hasn't had to pass the ball in the two playoff 
wins and it showed Friday night when the Tigers tried to go the airways. 
Perhaps the wins came too easy for the Tigers and they have discovered that 
sometimes against weaker opponents they don't have to give 100% on every 
play to win. Well, tougher teams are ahead for the Tigers and it will take a 
110% effort to win this week on the road. Maybe the players and coaches 
will put in a little extra work this week and rediscover the passing game, as 
well as fine tune the timing needed on offense. 

One final note about the game before leaving....Greg Thigpen got hit late 
after scoring his fourth touchdown and jumped back up to go after the Eu- 
taw player that delivered the blow. Greg stopped pretty quickly when ‘he 
found out the guilty party was the Vikings’ 6-5, 250-pound Marvin White, 
and simply pointed a finger and gave a verbal warning. Not only is Thigpen 
a good runner, he's also smart.

The annual rental payments are 
for contracts producers signed to 
place cropland in the CRP in crop 
years 1986-90. This is the first fiscal 
year 1991 payment.
